No. RS. 712186-L-—The following amendments 
to the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business 
in the Council of States (Rajya Sabha) as adopted 
by the Rajya Sabha at its sitting held on the 14th 
May, 1986, are hereby published for general in¬ 
formation :,— 

Rule 25 

In sub-rule (3) for the existing proviso, the fol¬ 
lowing proviso be substituted, namely :— 

“Provided that for the purpose of determining 
the relative precedence of Bills falling 
under clause (h) of sub-rule (2), names of 
member-in-charge shall be drawn by lot and 
Bills of those members who secure the first 
ten places in the draw shall be included in 
the List of Business for any day allotted for 
the disposal of private members’ Bills; 

Provided further that if a member has more 
than one Bill pending against his name, he 
shall be eligible to select one of his Bills; 

Provided also that no member shall be el'gible 
to make any motion in respect of more than 
one Bill falling under clause (h) of sub-rule 
(2) in the same session.” 

Rule 28 

In sub-rule (2) for the words “and on receipt of 
such notice the relative precedence of such bill or 
resolution shall be determined by draw of lot”, the 
following be substituted namely :— 

“and on receipt of such notice such a Bill or 
resolution shall have precedence over other 
Bills or resolutions, as the case may be, set 
down for that day. 
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Rule 29 

For sub-rule (4) substitute the following namely:— 

“Unless the Chairman otherwise directs, not 
more than ten Bills falling under clause (h) 
of sub-rule (2) of rule 25, or five resolu¬ 
tions [in addition to any Bill or resolution 
falling under proviso to rule 27 or sub-rule 
(2) of rule 28] shall be set down in the list 
of business for any day allotted for the dis¬ 
posal of private members’ Bills or resolu¬ 
tions, as the case may be.” 

Chapter XVIIC and Rules 212P to 212W (New) 

After Chapter XVIIB, the following new Chapter 
XVIIC be inserted, namely :— 

“CHAPTER XVIIC 
HOUSE COMMITTEE 

212P. House Committee—There shall be a 
House Committee. 

212Q. Constitution_(I) The Committee shall 

consist of seven members who shall be nominated by 
the Chairman. 

(2) The Committee nominated under sub rule (I) 
shall hold office until a new Committee is nominated. 

(3) Casual vacancies in the Committee shrti be 
filled by the Chairman. 

2I2R. Chairman of Committee—(1) The Chair¬ 
man of the Committee shall be appointed by the 
Chairman from amongst the members of the Com¬ 
mittee. 

(2) If the Chairman of the Committee is for any 
reason unable to act, the Chairman may similarly 
appoint another Chairman of the Committee in his 
place. 

(3) If the Chairman of the Committee is absent 
from any meeting, the Committee shall choose an¬ 
other member to act as Chairman of the Committee 
for that meeting. 

212S. Quorum .>—(1) In order to constitute a 
meeting of the Committee, the quorum shall be three. 

(2) The Chairman of the Committee shall not 
vote in the first instance but in the case of an equa¬ 
lity of votes on any matter, he shall have, and exer¬ 
cise, a casting vote. 


212T. Power to take evidence or call for papers, 
records or documents—(1) The Committee shall 
have power to require the attendance of persons or 
the production of papers or records, if such a course 
is considered necessary for the discharge of its 
duties — 

Provided that Government may decline to produce 
a document on the ground that its disclosure would 
be prejudicial to the safety or interest of the State. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this rule, a wit¬ 
ness may be summoned by an order signed by the 
Secretary-General and shall produce such document# 
as are required for the use of the Committee. 

(3) It shall be in the discretion of the Committee 
to keep any evidence tendered before it as secret or 
confidential. 

212U. Functions.—The functions of the Commit¬ 
tee shall be_ 

(1) to deal with all matters relating to resi¬ 
dential accommodation of members; 

(2) to exercise supervision over facilities for ac¬ 
commodation, telephone, feed, medical aid 
and other amenities accorded the members; 
and 

(3) to consider and provide such amenities to 
members as may be deemed necessary from 
time to time. 

212V. Presentation of report—The report of the 
Committee shall be presented to the Council by the 
Chairman of the Committee or, in his absence, by 
any member of the Committee. 

212W. Regulation of procedure_The Committee 

shall determine its own procedure in connection with 
all matters connected with accommodation and other 
amenities to members.” 

No. RS. 7|2]86-L_In exercise of the powers con¬ 

ferred by sub-rule (4) of rule 220 of the Rules oi 
Procedure and Conduct of Business in the Council 
of States (Rajya Sabha), the Chairman, Rajya 
Sabha, hereby appoints the first day of July, 1986, 
as the date on which the amendments to the Rules 
published under Notification No. RS.
